A true account of. three very 
Remarkable Circumſtanees, &c. ' 


N Thuriday, being the 19th. of Auguſt, 1685. between the 
hours of Eleven and Twelve at Night, the Earl of Pem- 
brbok,, comming ina Hackney-Coach with three more from 
Windſor to London , and at Twrnhan- Green , within five 

miles of the City : the Conſtable and his Watch for thear parts, ſtop- 
ped the Coach, and demanded Who-was there ?. to-which the Coach- 
man replyed, It was the Lord Pembreok : with that ſo ne in the Coach 
bid him drive on : but the Coach-mans anſwer was, They ſtop my Hor 
fer, which made them cry out inthe Coach, Fbey be Thieves come to 
rob ws : they preſently replyed, We be the Kings Watch, and in bis 
Name we command ye to ſtag, and tell us who you be :; With that they 
ſwore,God Dam wn, with many more Oaths, tbey would wake umkzow 
who they were : and on the other ſide of the Coach that was from the 
Watch, the ſaid Earl and/his Company came out with their drawn 
Swords, and both parties met behind the Coach, and people being 

_up ouſe juſt againſt che place wherethis fray was, fome.Com-. 
7 bemg drinking there, and one Gentleman which was the Kin 

onger, that knew the Lord Pembrook very well, came to perſuade 

him into the Coach, and had not ſpoke three words tothe ſaid Lord, 
but ke run his Sword into his Belly juſt above the Nable : withthat 
the Gentleman ſnatcht a Bill from one of the Watch-men, and with 
it knock'd the Lord down, took away his Sword, only ſaying theſe 
Words : My Lord, you have Killed me, ] can Kill you if 1 will, but 1 
will nee, ſo ſet his foot upon his Sword and broke it, then dropt down 
dead ; ſome of the company, while this was doing run the Conſtable

A Letter from Tholouze in France, 


A Few Days fince arrived in this City Two very An- 

tient Men who call theraſelves Apoſtles, and they 
ſay they have the Spirit of Truth ; No perſon at any 
timeever ſaw them enter into this City : They go in 
ſuch an extraordinary ſtrange Habit as never was ſeen 
before in any Country jn the World. They walk about 
the Streets Preaching and Exborring the people to Re- 
pent, and do Pennance, and co quit their evil lives , be- 
cauſe they lay that God is angry againſt the Romans ; 
They ſay that this City is as another Sodom, and that the 
Iniquity of (Pls People is mounted up to Heaven, and 
that within Three Months (if they Repent noty and; a- 
mend cheir Lives) this City ſhall be Deſtroy'd by. Fire 
as Sudow was. They hive continued ſtill in-chis City 
Preaching from Day to Day ; they go with their Feet 
bare, and their Hands and Eyes always lifted up to Hea.. 
ven; They have not been known to ſleep ever ſince 
they came hither ; they have -been often forbidden by 
the Magiſtraics to preach; but they anſwor*d,they were 
lent on the bchalf of God, to move the people to Repent 
and do pennance ; whereupon they werecauſed rg be 
put into prifon, where ſeveral Feſ»its, and Learned Men 
wentto viſit them, and Difputed with themin the © Za> 
tin, Greek, H-brew, and;Cha/deen Languages.
